Dear Mr. Fulton: 

I want to thank you for your Idea suggesting that 
President Reagan create a "Presidential Achievement 
Award. " 

Your idea certainly seems to be a fitting way to honor 
a great American pioneer — Amelia Earhart. Her spirit 
and achievements continue to inspire Americans of all 
ages to soar to heights they scarcely imagined possible. 

As you may know, however, the President currently honors 
Americans by bestowing upon them either the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom or the Presidential Citizens Medal. 

The Medal of Freedom is awarded to persons who have made 
especially meritorious contributions to the security or 
the national interests of the United States, to world 
peace, or to cultural or other significant public or 
private endeavors. This is the highest award bestowed 
upon an individual by the President. Any person can make 
a recommendation to the President for this award. After 
reviewing the recommendations, the President decides who 
is worthy of this recognition. 

Similarly, the President awards the Presidential Citizens 
Medal to citizens of the United States who have performed 
exemplary deeds of service for the country or their fellow 
citizens. As with the Medal of Freedom, anyone can make a 
recommendation to the President for this award. Doth of 
these awards can be presented posthumously. 

With the availability of these two very prestigious 
awards, the President has ample means, I believe, to 
recognize both living and deceased Americana who have 
contributed to the national interest in an outstanding 
way . 


I note that Amelia Earhart has not been posthumously 
awarded either of these medals. If you would like to 
nominate her for either award, I suggest you write the 
Honorable Frederick J. Ryan, Jr., Assistant to the 
President, The White House, Washington, D.C. 20500, 
advising him of your recommendation. 

Thank you again for taking time to share your idea with 
us.

Dear Mr. Beall: 

Thank you for your letter of May 14 , 1937 expressing concern, over 
efforts to increase the minimum wage. 

This Administration agrees with you and opposes an increase in the 
minimum wage because it would result in a substantial loss of job 
opportunities particularly for entry-level people. As you pointed 
out in your letter, employment opportunities would be most sharply 
reduced for teenagers and for those with few job skills. 

We particularly appreciate your analysis of the relation of tip 
income to the minimum wage. I have taken the liberty of forwarding 
your letter to the Secretary of Labor for his use as he leads the 
Administration's fight against the pending legislation. 

The unemployment rate is at its lowest point in seven years due in 
part to the tremendous surge of job creation during this economic 
expansion. More than 14 million jobs have been created since 1982. 
At the same time, youth unemployment remains stubbornly high at 
17.7 percent -- the rate for minority youth is twice as high. I 
believe that we \70uld be making a serious mistake if we closed off 
labor market opportunities for America's young men and women. 

Setting up barriers to the acquisition of work experience, which — 
as you note — would occur in the restaurant industry if the minimum 
wage were increased, will not help cur young people. 

We appreciate receiving your views on this matter.

Dear Mr. Young: 

Thank you for your letter of April 29. The nation's tax 
laws have important direct ancl indirect effects on all 
of us, and I appreciate hearing your views. 

I have passed on your idea for a Labor Equivalency 'fax 
to Chairman Sprinkel of the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers. He informs me that income earned by 
machines (capital) is, in fact, subject to the income 
tax. The corporate income tax and personal income taxes 
on interest, dividends, and capital gains are all taxes 
on capital income. Table 2-6 of this year's Economic 
Report of the President shows that the overall average 
marginal tax rate on capital income is now virtually the 
same as the overall average marginal tax rate on labor 
income. For this reason, and I hope you'll agree, a 
Labor Equivalency Tax is unnecessary. 

I enclose a copy of this year's Economic Report of th e 
Presiden t for your reference. Please don't hesitate to 
write again if you have any further questions or 
comments.
